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1. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 9/22/04. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants' 
amendments have overcome the remaining formalities in the present claims. From the reference 
cited by applicants and made of record herein, but more specifically from the references cited 
within the Owiny reference, it would have been clear to the routineer in the art how to make the 
present mono-salicylaldiminato compounds, thus overcoming the 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph 
enablement rejection. However, none of that prior art fairly discloses or teaches that such 
compounds are catalysts for olefin polymerizaton. It is not until after the priority date of the 
present application that the chemical literature discloses or teaches that such compounds, 
normally the bis-salicylaldiminato compounds, may have utility as catalysts. Hence, none of the 
prior art of record is applicable in a prior art rejection.
